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REMARKS 

Applicants are pleased to note that claims 1-3 and 6-16 have been allowed. 
Furthermore, the Examiner has indicated that claims 33 would be allowable if rewritten in 
independent form so as to include all of the limitations of the base claim and any intervening 
claims. 

Claims 25-28 and 33 have been without prejudice or disclaimer of their subject 
matter, and claims 4, 5 and 24 have been amended. Thus, claims 1-16, 24, 29-32 and 34 are 
pending in the application. 

Claims 4-5 and 26-28 have been objected to under 37 CFR § 1.75 (c) as being of 
improper dependent form for failing to further limit the subject matter of a previous claim. 
Furthermore, various claims have been rejected under 35 USC § 103 as obvious over 
Kawamura et al. in view of Cooper et al. or obvious over Psarski in view of Cooper et al. for 
the reasons stated in sections 10 and 1 1 of the Office Action. 

By this Amendment, claims 4 and 5 have been amended, claim 24 has been amended 
to include the limitations of claim 25 and 33, and claims 25-28 and 33 canceled without 
prejudice or disclaimer of their subject matter. 

Accordingly, it is submitted that all of the claims now present in the application meet 
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all of the statutory requirements of 35 USC § 
a condition suitable for allowance.
